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Omaha Put It Over 


HE announcement of a sheet of 

imperforate 1c National Parks 

Stamps to be issued for the 

meeting at Omaha, Nebraska, 

October 8 to 13th was carried in 
a special supplement in the October 6 
issue of this paper and the offer of 
the publishers to handle covers for our 
readers met with the approval of sev- 
eral hundred of them. 

In making the trip from Columbus 
we were able to persuade our good 
friend “Linc” Russell that a brief va- 
cation would do him good and he con- 
sented to take our advice only provid- 
ed we would have him back home in 
Columbus ready for work at his desk 
on the following Saturday morning. 

It would require far more space than 
is available to tell the story of this 
trip altho we know that those who 
sent for covers would be pleased to 
read it. 

We left Columbus at 7:15 Monday 
night and after an overnight stop at 
Danville, Ill., arrived in Omaha Tues- 
day night. 

Already, more than 500 letters were 
on hand and by four o’clock Wednes- 
day morning these were opened and 
ready for addressing. 

At 9 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
with the assistance of three young 
ladies from Omaha Business Schools, 
and four typewriters, got on the job 
for us by Mr. E. L. Bumpas who is one 
of the active Omaha collectors and on 
the staff of the Hotel Fontenelle, we 
were ready for work. 

Those of you who got covers 
through our efforts will be interested 
in knowing that you can also thank 
Miss Rhoda Stevens, of 532 S. 26th 
Street, and Miss Katherine Mauer, of 
2331 N. 65th, as well as Miss Corinne 
Thomas of Council Bluffs, Iowa. 

While in Omaha we had the pleasure 
of looking up Dr. Wherry, one of the 
old timers who will be remembered 
by those who attended the A. P. S. 
Convention in Detroit about 1909 or 





kind to him. Even his office girls had 
the stamp fever when we visited him. 

We are especially appreciative for 
the kindness shown us by Mr. R. R. 
Barber and his son, also by Mr. J. A. 
Redick and Mr. E. L. Bumpas as well 
as to one of the Omaha boys who is a 
city mail carrier and whose name we 
have misplaced which we much regret. 

Perhaps you have wondered why we 
have not yet said anything about the 
meeting and exhibition in Omaha. You 
should have realized by what you have 
already read that we did not see much 
of either of the events, either the Con- 
vention or the Exhibition. However, 
attendance at fifteen or twenty large 
meets in the past couple years has 
given us a very good idea of what is 
or can be done at such events and 
without in any way trying to detract 
from the efforts of the Omaha collec- 
tors, we cannot help but believe that 
they made a mistake by having a pro- 
gram planned over too long a period. 

An affair of this sort that hopes to 
attract collectors from distant points 
must necessarily be short, a couple 
days at the most is sufficient time, for 
too many of those who do come can 
either not afford to stay longer or 
can not spare the time and a very 
heavy percentage of the attendants 
even from out of town points drop in 
for the day and expect to get back 
home that evening. 

For this reason the big day was 
Wednesday, the day on which the 
sheets were to be placed on sale and 
then it is to be regretted that this day 
was spoiled for many collectors who 
had made a special trip to Omaha, 
spoiled because there were insufficient 
sheets to supply the demand. The 
early birds who got in line and bought 
in large numbers cleaned up the sup- 
ply inside an hour’s time. 

It was quite disappointing to see 
numerous collectors who had come to 
Omaha to participate in this first day

establishment on the 15th floor of the 
Medical Arts Building in Omaha and 
looked as though the world had been 


displeasure when dealers were ped- 
dling the sheets under their nose at 
10c per sheet. 





If the Omaha Club had obtained a 
supply of the sheets and sold them not 
over five to a customer, that would 
have been the biggest stroke that they 
could have done to please the visitors. 

Many of those people who came to 
Omaha to attend the first day sale 
went home disappointed. 

A meet of this sort stretched over 
a full week is entirely too long. We 
have no word as yet as to what was 
accomplished at the special meeting 
scheduled for Saturday when it was 
proposed to consider the formation of 
a Mid-West Stamp Club. We hope 
that such an organization was formed, 
provided that those behind the move- 
ment had the foresight to confine 
membership to a limited radius. There 
are two national Societies covering 
the country, neither of which shows a 
good record based on number of col- 
lectors and there is no need or reason 
for another, whereas any club which 
will confine its activities to a small 
area can serve the collectors in that 
area and build successfully. 

Doubtless there were quite a few 
visitors as well as many local people 
who viewed the exhibit which we did 
not see because it was located several 
blocks from the hotel, another feature 
which is bad for a meet of this sort for 
the closer the crowd can be kept to- 
gether the more satisfactory and suc- 
cessful the meeting. However, our 
own observations were made covering 
two days in Omaha, in which time we 
were on the mezzanine floor of the 
hotel on several occasions and it is 
our belief that the meeting would 
have been far more successful if it 
had lasted but two days and if every- 
thing had been concentrated at the 
hotel. 

Two day meetings of the same sort 
held at Akron, Ohio, look like World’s 
Fair crowds alongside of what could 
be seen in Omaha. Altho the number 
that may have attended throughout 
the week may have run to a consid- 
erable figure, there was at no time 
any evidence of a crowd. At Akron 
as many as forty or fifty dealers are 
found in the bourse. At Omaha a 
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secant half dozen could hardly be no- 
ticed. 

We believe that the Omaha collec- 
tors planned this in the way they 
thought best but lacking experience in 
meetings of this sort they will find 
that a two day meet, filled full of pep 
every hour of that time will bring 
greater satisfaction to all concerned. 

We know that those who worked for 
this meet, gave a lot of effort to their 
work and they are to be congratulated 
on sticking through the job. 


Stamp Club News 


It is with much reget that Pub- 
lishers find it impossible to give space 
to all of the news about stamp clubs 
that has come to our office in the past 
few weeks. This past week has 
brought news of the activities of 
more than a score of clubs and were 
we to print all the news that has been 
written and prepared by those who 
sent the information, there would be 
room for nothing else in this paper. 
It is therefore clear to be seen that 
we are obliged to omit at times, news 
which covers purely local events in 
stamp clubs and give such space as 
is available to those clubs which at 
the moment are doing things on a 
scale that will attract collectors from 
many states.

Heard and Seen 
In Washington 





By W. C. Rice, Ballston, Va.

With the eyes of the stamp collect- 
ing public turned in the direction of 
Omaha, Nebraska, it may be well to 
call attention to the address of Hon. 
Clinton E. Eilenberger, Third Assist- 
ant Postmaster General, at the Trans- 
Mississippi Philatelic Exposition and 
Convention in that city, Saturday, Oc- 
tober 13. Among his remarks stands 
out one that it has been his observa- 
tion “that stamp collectors and those 
interested in this happy avocation are 
above the average in intelligence and 
cultural attainments.” These words 
from the lips of a man who has had 
the opportunity to meet and know col- 
lectors everywhere, their fancies, 
whims and peculiarities, are not only a 
tribute to collectors but give insight 
into the character of the man who 
spoke to them. It has been your 
writer’s experience through more or 
less occasional contacts with Mr. 
Eilenberger, that he meets questions 
with an open mind, and where possible 
gives favorable consideration to the 
desires of the collectors themselves. 

Another remark, “The postage 
stamp is a colorful thing. It is sym- 
bolic of service and it carries the grace 
and artistry of the best in engraving. 
It denotes a service which is provided 
to and for all our people...” Sum- 
marizing some of the historical allu- 
sions in the talk, credit is given Wil- 
liam Penn for establishing in 1683 the 
first postal system in the colonies, 
when appointment was made of one 
Henry Waldy of Tekonay to keep a 
post and supply passengers with 
horses from Philadelphia to New 
Castle on the Falls of the Delaware. 
Shortly afterward, posts were estab- 
lished in practically every civilized 
community in the Quaker Colony of 
Pennsylvania, which lead to an Inter- 
Colonial Post in 1684. It was not until 
July 1, 1847 that the first United 
States postage stamps made their 
appearance. They were first placed on 
sale in New York City after having 
been authorized by an act of Congress. 
During the first fiscal year in which 
stamps were used, there were issued 
to postmasters a total of 860,380. 
Compare that figure with the total of 
over 15 billion postage stamps, postal 
cards, stamped envelopes and other 
varieties of stamped paper which were 
distributed to postmasters for sale to 
the public during the past fiscal year. 

We had hoped to have the official 
figures to report in this letter for the 
number of stamps sold and covers 
mailed at Omaha, October 10, on the 
first day of sale of the little imperfor- 
ate pane of le Yosemite stamps. But 
before noon on that day the initial 
supply of stamps, some 40,000 sheets, 
was practically exhausted, and a fur- 
ther supply was being rushed from 
Washington. As a consequence, sale

Many interesting comparisons may 
be made from such a table of figures 
as these, but perhaps one of the most 
significant is the total figures of 
covers mailed. Total mailed for the 
whole series from the Parks reached 
590,099, while the covers mailed from 
Washington add to but 233,211. Pref- 
erence for the Park cancellation can- 
not be denied, while the collectors who 
desire only Washington or both places 
were in a minority of less than one- 
third of all covers mailed. What is the 
significance of the 87,00 covers mailed 
at Yellowstone, when the Postmaster 
General presided at the first day of 
sale? Certainly, that 5-cent stamp 
was popular, for Washington figures|__ 
also show that the greatest number of 
covers mailed for any one stamp car- 
ried that little blue Yellowstone en- 
graving.

The Philippine models have been ap- 
proved with the exception of 2 peso 
and that should be approved at any 
time now.

Mr. G. T. Yarrow writes that he has 
noticed the widths of the sheet mar- 
gins on the National Parks issue vary 
greatly and asks for an explanation. 
In printing flat plate stamps each 
sheet is laid on the press separately 
and not every sheet is placed in 
exactly the same position. Therefore 
the margins will vary. Or this same 
condition may arise if the sheets used 
to print the stamps are not all the 
same size. In fact, according to the 
Bureau Issues Association, some old 
stock intended for booklet panes was 
used for some of these stamps. In 
these there is a distinct difference in 
the size of the sheet. In addition, not 
all the sheets were printed with the 
grain of the paper running the same 
way. This causes unequal shrinking 
in the finished product with the re- 
sult that the Parks Stamps generally 
are found with very poor centering. 


Another fault found with this is- 
sue is the unusual number of sheets 
found with deep creases running half 
way or more down the sheet. A collec- 
tor wrote to one of the assistant post- 
master generals complaining about re- 
ceiving such stuff from the agency 
and received the reply that this was 
done to prevent the sheets from curl- 
ing. The answer is, of course, ridicu- 
lous, The creases referred to are 
caused by the paper not being laid 
perfectly flat on the plate before the 
heavy roller is applied. Thus, any lit- 
tle wrinkle or air space flattens out to 
an irregular crease which spoils all 
the stamps in crosses.

A few minutes 
conversation with them would make 
us feel that we had known them inti- 
mately for a lifetime.

Some idea of the value of this stamp 
may be gained when it is learned that 
over $1000.00 has been offered for it 
and rejected as, in the first place, it 
could not be sold privately and, sec- 
ondly, it is believed to be worth con- 
siderably more than this in view of 
the fact it is the only copy of this 
stamp in unused condition that has 
ever turned up.
